RARE TOMBS. 
FOUND NEAR’ 
PYRAMIDS _ 


An extensive burial ground in 
Egypt, stretching from cast to 
west for some two miles and 
dating between the 26th and 
30th dynasties, or between 600 
and 300 B.C., has yielded some 
remarkable relics as a result of 
excavations by the Farouk — el 
Awal University Archacological 
Association. 


“Some of the relics uncarthed on 

this aite, which is about two miles 
from the Great Pyramids of Giza, 
are of n type hitherto unicnown. 
Four distinct patterns of tombs have 
been classified. 


The first type has an entrance 
opening on to a short stairway lead- 
ing down to a spacious | vaulted 
chamber, Generally, the lower half 
of the walls is cut out of the rock, 
while the upper half and the arched 
celling are built of stone from local 
quarries, 


The vaulted chamber leads into a 
emaller one with a flat celling. and 
aos « hole in the centre of the 
floor ing down to the — actual 
burial chamber, 


Further Excavations 


In the: second type, the smaller 
chainber has no ceiling, but looks 
out into a iind of open courtyard. 
Some of ‘the tombs of this pattern 
are surrounded ‘by a spacious tun- 
nel which varies in depth between 
12 and 18 feet. 


A great deal of sand has filtered 
into the tunnel and further eXcava- 
tons will be made next season. It 
Js believed that all the smaller 
burial chambers may ve connected, 


The third type of tomb consists of 
only one small .chamber carved out 
of the rock and made to hold one 
or two sarcophagi which were 
placed in eblong recesses. 


The fourth pattern of tomb js 
simply a recess cut into the rock, 
with one end curved to take — the 
head’ of the sarcophagus. + 


Many of the tombs have been 
tampered with, but a few are intact 
and have yielded = some fine 
examples statuary, skilfully 
carved.
